The proposed amendment will be entered, although it does not overcome all of the outstanding rejections, because it eliminates one issue 
for appeal. The claims have been amended to delete the recitation of a method for preventing a tumor. But, no other significant 
amendments have been made. The amendments do not overcome the rejection of obviousness in view of the cited art. 

The data presented in the Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 shows, in two experiments (Table 2, Experiment 1 , and Table 4) that treatment 
with SOD-gliadin results in fewer mice that have tumors taking when tumor cells are implanted and in a reduced incidence of metastatic 
tumors in the lungs of these mice. But, in view of the cited art, this is an expected result, not an unexpected result. Further, Experiment 2 
in Table 2 shows about the same occurrence of tumors taking in mice among the SOD-gliadin-treated group, the gliadin-treated group, 
and the saline-treated group when mice were implanted with tumor cells.
